Lad, 13, Left in Charge, 
Took Off Clothes to 
Cover Brother—15 Sur- 
vivors Rescued but Re- 
covery Is Problematical.

Physicians worked tonight to save 
the lives of 15 children suffering 
from pneumonia or severe frost- 
bite which has caused the death 
of five of a bus load of 20 school 
children marooned for 36 hours in 
a blizzard, and of the driver. 

Carl] Miller, the driver, lost tis 
life in a vain effort to obtain help 
for his charges. His body was 
found tonight less than three miles 


from the bus, which ho had aban- 
doned after instructing the chil- 
dren regarding precautions to pre- 
vent death from freezing. 

Two airplanes today carried five 
of the victims to a Lamar, Colo., 
hospital. 

The recovery of the children now 
under treatment at Lamar, and of 
10 being cared for in their homes 
or in a Holly, Colo., hospital, is 
problematical. 

Rescuers Reach Party. 

The children were found last 
night by Jesse Rheinhetz, a ranch- 
man, who was seeking lost cattle. 
Efforts of parents of the boys and 
girls, ranging from § to 15 years 
old, to find the bus had proved 
futile. 

Two doctors, aided by crews of 
workmen, later fought their way 
through snow drifts to the isolated 
ranch house from Holly and Tri- 
bune, kan. The doctors gave first 
aid and the children were removed. 
The children who were frozen to 
death are Louise Stonebreaker, 15; 
Robert Brown, 11: 
son, 8: Orlo Untiedt, 
Miller, 7, daughter of 
driver. 

The children undergoing treat- 
ment at Lamar are Blanche Stone- 
breaker, 13: Alice Hussaker, 14; 
Rosemary Brown, 13; Charles 
Hussaker, 12, and Bryan Untiedt, 
13. 

Maude Moser, the teacher of the 
children, for a time thought to be 
lost in the storm, was found safe 
late today in a farmhouse near the 
school. She had started to walk 
home in the blizzard but had taken 
refuge in the farmhouse, 

Burned Books and Kept Moving. 
Bryan Untiedt, whose’ brother, 
Orlo. was one of those who froze 
to death, told his story of the 
tragedy today from his bed in the 
Rheinhetz home. He is suffering 
from pneumonia and may not live. 
“We left the Towner schoolhouse 
at 9 o’clock Thursday morning, 
when the school was closed be- 
cause of the storm,” Bryan 
“Carl Miller, the driver, didn’t want 
to start. About seven miles: from 
the school the storm got so bad we 
couldn't see and Miller tried to 
start back. There were no fences 
or roads to follow, as the snow 
was several fect deep, and the bus 
finally wouldn't budge. We were 
about three miles from the school, 
I think. Miller drained the truck 
and got an old cream can which 
he used for a stove. We burned 
all our books and tablets and 
finally put the. seats of the bus 
in the can and set them afire. 
Lost Launches in Snow. 
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the bus, 


“Our lunches were upset and 
fell into the snow when the bus 
crashed through a fence and 


stopped, and so we didn't have 
much left. Miller said we were up 
agdinst it and asked us to sing and 
wrestle to keep warm—anything 
to keep moving. 

“We stayed in the bus all night 
Thursday and at daybreak we 
found Louise Stonebraker had died 
during the night. Miller was wet 
clear through to his skin, took a 
sheepskin coat and started out in 
the snow for help. He left me in 
chage of the bus and said not to 
let anybody go to sleep. ! 

* ‘Good-by kids,’ Miller said, ‘ar: 
pray that I will come back with 


help.’ He waved at us and soon 
disappeared. <A short time later 
Mary Miller, who was huddled in

LEFT FAREWELL NOTE

Carpenter Apparently Shot 
by Alton Filling Station 


Owner Who Pursued 
Him in Machine. 


The burned body of an East AIl- 
ton carpenter, said by Illinois of- 
ficials, to have set fire to his car 
and killed himself after being 
wounded fleeeing from a holdup, 
was found near Brighton, Ill., eight 
miles north of Alton, late yester- 
day afternoon. — 


The body was identified by rela- 
tives as that of Isaac Ford of East 
Alton. The automobile was Ford's, 
The holdup victim identified a pic- 
ture of Ford as that of the man 
who-robbed him, and a _ farewell 
note scribbled on Ford’s automo- 
bile identification card, was found 
in a glove 10 feet from the burn- 
ing coupe. 

The note read: ‘Mom: Sorry I 
caused you all the trouble I have. 
Good-by.” 

The robbed filling station pro- 
prietor was Charles Yancey, who 
operates an accessory store and 
station at 2700 East Brown street, 
Alton. Yancey told mplice he rec- 
ognized the robber as the man who 
held up the place twice before in 
the past month. 

Took $10 from Register. 
Taking all the money in the cash 
register, about $10, the robber or- 
dereq Yancey and a clerk into the 
lavatory, warning them not to come 
out, and saying, “There wasn’t 
much money in that register: Ill 
be back in a week and you’d better 
have more then.” 

Yancey came out of the lavatory 
and seibed a shotgun, which he was 
keeping in the station for just such 
an occasion. He saw the robber 
turning a corner a block away and 
commandeered an automobile 
which had just driven into the sta- 
tion. The driver stopped a short 
distance behind the robber and 
Yancey, jumping from the running 
board, fired at him. 

The robber fell, police were told, 
but scrambled to his feet and ran 
after firing a shot. in return. 
Yancey remounted the running 
board and was driven close enough 
to get another shot at the fugitive.

Hot Wine Baths in Hungary.

ECSENY, Hungary, March 29.— 
Hot wine baths for 17 cents a dip 
have been installed here as a 
means of getting rid of two years’ 
accumulation of vintages, unsal- 
able because of unemployment and 
changing drink habits. Besides 
immersion in the beverage, bathers 
also may have a hot pack in 
“grape cakes,” made of what is 
left of the husks and seeds after 
the wine has becn pressed out.

‘The farmers, who had called 
them, met the police some distance 
down the road, saying they had 
been afraid to touch anything, or to | 
remain near the car, because of 
the blood-stains. As the police 
drove up, they noticed the interior 
of the car wag full of smoke. As 
they opened the doors, the uphol- 
stering. which had been smoldering 
for some time. burst into flame. 
Shot in Temple and Hip. 
H. R. Streeper of Upper Alton, 
an undertaker and deputy Coroner 
of Madison County, said he found 
a bullet wound in the left temple 
of the body and a buckshot wound 
in the right hip. An Alton filling 
Station proprietor fired several 
loads of buckshot at a robber 
whom he identified from pictures 
as Ford, while the man was flee- 
ing after taking contents of the 
filling station cash register. 
Two revolvers were found in the 
burned automobile. One, which 
had been fired several times, lay 
on the seat, while the other, all 
the bullets of which had been ex.

JERUSALEM STARTS 

HOLY WEEK SERVICE; 
ALL CREEDS UNITE 

Pilgrimages to Follow Routes 


Taken by Christ, Beginning 
With Entry Into City. 


By the Associated Press. . 

JERUSALEM, March 29.—The 
Holy Land began its holiest week 
at sunrise today. Palm Sunday 
came to this ancient land, scarred 
by many religious conflicts, seven 
hours before it did in Eastern 
America, overshadowing today’s 
differences between the Jew and 
the Arab. 

Little groups from the Anglican 


community—friends and neighbors 
—gathered in the field behind the 
village of Bethany. Perhaps 200 
were there, speaking low and mak- 
ing shuffling, padded noises in the 
gloom as as Westerners do on sol- 
emn occasions. 

Dawn cloaked their muffled 
footsteps as they left the field in 
a procession, following the path 
which tradition says Christ took 19 
centuries ago in his triumphal 
entry into Jerusalem. Now it is a 
modern asphalt highway. 

Skirting the Mount of Olives the 

party arrived at the spot where the 
Holy City suddenly came into view. 
The hymn, “Jerusalem the Gold- 
en,’ was appropriately sung, while 
pilgrinis stood at this point. Then 
down into the Valley or Cedron 
they walked and there dispersed. 
One of the most impressive sights 
of holy week will be seen in the 
garden of Gethsemane Thursday 
night. There will gather Catholics, 
Protestants and Nonconformists to 
pray whore Christ did. During the 
day the Latin Patriarch goes to the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre and 
there washes the feet of 12 old 
men in commemoration of the 
story of Christ washing the feet of 
the apostles. 
On Good Friday hundreds will 
walk in silent prayer over the Via 
Dolorosa, the path Christ took 
from Pilate’s court to Calvary. In 
the afternoon Roman Catholics will 
hold a ceremonial procession with 
prayers and short sermons at each 
of the 14 stations of the cross.

Police Sergeant Who Deliv- 
ered Food to Home 
Wounds Sam Garner in 
Pistol Fight. 


ROBBER INJURED 
ANOTHER MAN 


Jack Bansky Slightly Hurt 
When He Goes to Neigh- 


chester. 


Sam Garner, 20-year-old former 
convict, whose parents have been 
receiving food from the Magnolia 
street police station for the last 
month, ‘was shot by a police ser- 
geant last night, while trying to 
escape after a burglary. The ser- 
geant, a short time earlier, had de- 
livered two baskets of food to Gar- 
ner’s mother and step-father. 

A moment before, Garner had 
wounded Jack Bansky, 3347A Clara 
avenue, who tried to apprehend 
him. He fired two shots at the 
sergeant before falling beneath the 
policeman’s fire. At City Hospital 
it was said both he and Bansky had 
suffered slight flesh wounds. The 
sergeant was not wounded. 

Out of Work 40 Days. 

“T’ve been out of work for 40 
days,” he told the Post-Dispatch 
“and I had to have something. I 
broke into a house over on Boyle 
avenue the other night, but didn’t 
get anything.” 

Garner’s fight last night started 
at 10 o’clock when George Kalin, 
4339 Manchester avenue, ran into 
Bansky’s tire repair shop at 4329 
Manchester, and said: “I was just 
coming home when I saw a light 


in my house. I think there's 
somebody in there.” 
Bansky, who has a private 


watchman’s commission empower- 
ing him to carry firearms, took his 
pistol and flashlight and went to 
the Kalin home. As he entered 
the rear gate, thinking the intrud- 
er would come out that way, he 
saw a man in the yard and or- 
dered him to halt. 

Fires One Shot at Bansky. 

The man fired one shot and 
Bansky fell, hit in the left shoul- 
der. Bansky fired twice froin the 
ground, but failed to hit ths iman. 
Kalin, in the meantime, had catl- 
ed the police and word of the 
burglary had been flashed over 
the police radio. 

Sergt. Ora Morgan of the Mag- 
nolia Street Station only a few 
blocks away, raced to the Man- 
chester avenue address, arriving 
as Garner darted across the 
street. “Halt,” he shouted. The 
young man stopped, fired two 
shots at Morgan, and turned to 
run again. 

Sergeant Recognizes Him. 

Sergt. Morgan fired once, aim- 
ing low, and Garner went down, 
wounded in the left knee. He 
struck his forehead against the 
curb. 

At the hospital when 
gave his name, _ Sergt. 
looked at him and said: 
know you. * 

“Yes,” the young man interrupt- 
ed, “I live with my mother and 
my stepfather, John Keating, at 
1817A South Boyle. You brought 
some food down to us a couple of 
times, from the station.” 

“T just came from your house a

TAKE FRED BURKE 
BACK TO MICHIGAN 


Arrives at St. Joseph, Mo., 
to Get ‘‘Most Wanted 
Criminal’ to Face Trial 
for Murder.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 28.— 
Two groups of Michigan police, in- 
cluding State troopers, county and 
city officers, arrived here this eve- 
ning to take charge of Fred Burke, 
most wanted criminal in America. 
The second group to arrive bore 
extradition papers signed this af- 
ternoon by Gov. Caulfield for 


Burke’s removal to Michigan, 

The specific charge upon which 
the former St. Louis gangster is be- 
ing taken to Michigan is the mur- 
der of Patrolman Charles Skelly in 
St. Joseph, Mich., whom Burke 
shot to death when the policeman 
stopped him for a traffic violation 
in December, 1929. A life sen- 
tence in the penitentiary as the 
maximum penalty that can be im- 
posed on Burke, as the Michigan 
law does not permit capital punish- 
ment. 

At that time Burke was a fugi- 
tive under many charges, including 
several robberies. After his iden- 
tity was disclosed as the slayer of 
Patrolman Kelly, a machine gun 
was found in his Michigan -ottage 
which ballistics experts said after 
examination, had been used in the 
murdcr of seven Moran gangsters 
in the St. Valentine’s day slaughter 
of 1929 in Chicago.

Increase of 494 Pct. in 10

WASHINGTON, March 28.—It 


now appears that the national 
deficit at the end of the current 
fiscal year, June $0 next, will mae 
terlally exceed the half-a-billione 
dollar __estimate made by the 
Treasury some weeks ago. From 
present indications, the likeller to- 


tal is $700,000,000. Manifestly, 
something has got to be done to 
take the Government out of the 
red. 

The necessity for drastic action 
looking toward a balance budget 
becomes evident when the actuali- 
ties are compared with the Prest- 
dent's forecast last December, At 
that time he estimated the deficit 
for the present fiscal year at the 
comparatively small sum of $180,< 
000,000, which he believed could be 
taken care of by reducing the daily 
balance carried by the Treasury 
and by short-term borrowing. He 
prophesied, on the basis of then 
existing conditions, that the deficit 
of 1931 would be converted into a 
small surplus, about $30,000,000, 
for the fiscal year 1932. 

Since. that time the financial 
commitments of the Government 
have increased sharply and the 
income tax returns have dropped 
to an even greater extent than the 
Treasury in its gloomiest moments 
had anticipated. The prophecy of 
Senator David A. Reed on the floor 
of the Senate in January, that the 
income tax returns for March 
would give us “the shock of our 
lives,”” has been more than fulfilled, 

The size of the present deficit—- 
nearly four times as great as the 
President indicated it would be—- 
makes it clear that something more 
than a casual bookkeeping opera<« 
tion has become necessary. 

Three Plans Possible, 

The figures on which the Pres!. 
dent based his hope of a surplus 
in 1932 are no longer valid. When 
Congress meets again in December, 
it will be confronted, therefore, not 
only with the present shortage of 
funds for the running expenses 
of a $4,000,000,000 business, but 
with the prospect of mounting def!. 
cits in the future. The problem 
of devising a sound financial plan 
to meet the emergency will be 
among the biggest problems of the 
session. 

Three courses are open to Cone 
gress. Jt can authorize the rais- 
ing of money through the sale of 
securities; that is to say, it can in- 
crease the national debt. Second, 
it can order the suspension of 
payments toward retirement of the 
national debt. Third, it can raise 
taxes. There is one other obvious 
thing it can do—practice rigid 
economy—but with the fixed obli- 
gations of the Government what 
they are, the relief from this meth- 
od can be at best only a small frac- 
tion of what is required. 

If Congress elects to increase the 
national debt through the sale of 
new bonds, it will be, of course, 
merely postponing the day of set- 
tlement. It will shift to the future 
part of the burden of the present. 
It will, moreover, be doing precise« 
ly what the Treasury, in opposing 
an increase in the loan value of 
war veterans’ certificates, said 
should not be done: it will be sell.« 
ing securities in a money market 
which the Treasury said should be 
left as free as possible to provide 
funds for the rehabilitation of pri- 
vate industry. 

Payments on Debts. 

There will be. as there has been 
In the past, strong support for the 
idea that the amortization of the 
public debt should be slowed up. 
Suspension of the payments now 
being made would effect a saving 
of about $440,000,000 a year. This 
would be a palliative on the same 
order as a new security issue. ft 
would be a temporary saving and, 
through the piling up of interest, 
would increase the amount to be

TO RATIFY TRUGE 


Action Certain at Full Ses- 
sion Today Following Fa- 
vorable Resolutions by 
Two Committees. 


SOME OPPOSITION 
FROM EXTREMISTS 


Although Aqvesiné to At- 
tend London Parley, Na- 
tionalists Still Demand 


Complete Independence.

KARACHI, India, March 28.— 
The All-India Congress Committee 
passed a resolution today approv- 
ing the Delhi truce between Ma- 
hatma Gandhi and Viceroy Irwin, 
despite considerable opposition 
from extremist elements. 

It is regarded as certain that 
this as well as all other resolutions 
drafted by the working committee 
and passed by the All-India Com- 
mittee, will be approved auto- 
maticaliy by the full meeting of 
the Congress tomorrow. 

This is the most important reso- 
lution before the Congress as it 
makes clear that the Nationalists, 
although agreeing to participate in 
the second round-table conference 
in London, still insist on India’s 
complete independence, control of 
the army, finances, fiscal policy and 
foreign affairs, an examination of 
India’s debts by an impartial com- 
mission and the right of either 
India or England to terminate the 
partnership at will. . 

Nationalist Program. 

This resolution, ranking as the 
most important before the conven- 
tion, makes it clear the Nationalists 
still insist on India’s complete in- 
dependence: control of the army, 
finances, fiscal policy and foreign 
affairs; examination of India’s debt 
by an unbiased tribunal and the 
right of either India or Great Brit- 
ain to abrogate the alliance at will. 

In advocating thé resolution, 
Gandhi said: “People may ask 
‘how do you reconcile complete in- 
dependence with partnership at 
will which is also included in the 
resolution?’ There was a_ time 
when I was in love with the phrase 
‘dominion status,’ but-today I feel 
dominion status means relation- 
ship with other members of the 
British Empire with which India 
has neither common language, race 
nor color. But partnership at will 
means we can terminate our con- 
nection any time either party 
wishes to do so.” 

Subash Bose, Mayor of Calcutta 
and leader of the extremist ele- 
ment, fell into line behind Gandhi's 
principles and urged his followers 
to do the same. 

“Now, more than ever, it is nec- 
essary to present a united front to 
British bureaucracy,” he said, “and 
make clear to them and the whole 
world that the Indian Nationa! 
Congress stands united under the 
leadership of Gandhi in its demand 
for complete independence.” 

The Indian Youths’ Revolution- 
ary League renewed in vain their 
attempts to destroy the unity of 
the congress and to prevent ap- 
proval of the truce.

German President Issues 

Drastic Decree to Regu- 

late Order and Sharpen-

ing Police Rights. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 28. — President 
von Hindenburg today put a dicta- 
torial foot down so hard on politi- 
cal rowdyism and “godless agita- 
tion” in Germany that some Ger- 
man newspapers described the de- 
cree as establishing a “state of 
siege.”’ 

The Hindenburg decree affects. 
particularly seven sections of the 
German Constitution dealing prin- 
cipally with personal liberty, the 
sanctity of the home, the secrecy 
of postal, telegraphic and_ tele- 
phonic communication, freedom of 
speech and press, freedom from 
censorship, the right of public 
meetings and the right for form- 
ing associations. 

A decree issued invokes the ex- 
traordinary powers conferred upon 
him by Article 48 of The Constitu- 
tion for regulation of public meet- 
ings, parades, placard and pamph- 
lets, as well as sharpening police 
powers against unauthorized bear- 
ing of weapons. The decree em- 
powers police to forbid any meet- 
ing where there is reason to be- 
lieve that the State or its officials 
will be reviled or any religious or- 
ganization ridiculed. 

Even those who attend forbidden 
meetings or those who provide 
places for meetings are subject to 
fines and imprisonment under the 
decree. 

The order will not strengthen the 
Government's hand against agita- 
tors for its violent overthrow, but 
will make more dangerous vituper- 
ation against the church and un- 
bridled derision of religion for its 
perpetrators. 

It was explained in Government 
circles that the Reichstag parties 
knew before adjournment that 
sharp measures were coming. After 
the murder at Hamburg of Com- 
munist Henning the word was 
passed out that the Government 
was preparing a drastic decree, 
Ministers of the Interior in the 
German States were informed in a 
meeting at Wirth last week that 
“something unusual was in prepa- 
ration.”’ 

Could Suppress Dailies. 

Millions of German citizens to- 
night, studying in their evening 
papers one of the most far-reach- 
ing decrees ever promulgated in 
the German Republic, didn’t know 
but that this might be the last 
issue of their paper for some time, 
for amid the drastic provisions of 
the decree is one empowering the 
authorities to suppress dailies for 
as long as eight consecutive weeks, 
if found necessary. 

Those who belonged to such or- 
ganizations as Adolf Hitler’s Brown 
Shirts or the Communist Red 
Fronts, did not know whether they 
could meet with their brethren 
again, for, under the new decree, 
their organizations may be dis- 
persed with the stroke of a pen. 

Organs of the Middle parties 
saw in the’ presidential decree, is- 
sued 48 hours after the Reichstag 
adjourned for the summer, an ef- 
fective counter-measure against 
“political rowdyism,”’ radicals, on 
the other hand, were excited at 
what they called Chancellor Bruen- 
ing’s “‘Draconic Easter Message.” 
They regarded it a serious threat 
to civic liberty. Some called it a 
‘proclamation of a state of emer- 
gency.” 

The official Prussian press serv- 
ice sought to allay any fears of 
undue interference with liberty by 
explaining that the freedom of 
participating in decent, orderly po- 
litical activity is not curtailed and 
that the decree is directed only 
against abuses.

fear that St. Louis and Kansas City 
would lose any school funds undér 
the bill as presented by the Senate 
Committee on Education,” Bales 
said, “but as we now propose to 
change it by amendment the funds 
for the city schools will be guaran- 
teed just as are the funds for rural 
schools. When State revenues de- 


cline, city and county will suffer 
in the same proportion and when 
the revenues increase they will 
benefit in the same proportion.” 
The school bill as drawn orig- 
inally to meet the recommendations 
of the Survey Commission provid- 
ed that each elementary school dis- 
trict in the State should receive

This bill was framed in the ex- 
pectation that the Legislature 
would pass the income tax Dill 
with rates running as high as 5% 
per cent on the higher incomes. 

When it became apparent that 
the Senate would reduce the rates 
in the income tax bill, the Senate 
Educational Committee, of which 
Bales is chairman, submitted a 
substitute measure in which the 
minimum standards were fixed at 
$800 for elementary schools in- 
stead of $900 and $1066 for high 
schools instead of $1200. After 
the tax bill was passed the com- 
mittee found further reductions 
necessary and Bales submitted an 
amendment fixing the minimum 
standard at $750 and $1000, instead 
of $800 and $1066.

A desire, however, to work out

What Amendment Provides. 

Under the provisions of the 
amendment decided upon and the 
agreement of those in the con- 
ference, the Legislature will pet 
aside one-third of the révenue of 
the State in 1981 and 45 per cent 
of the revenue in 1932 for the State 
school fund. This will be dis- 
tributed to the schools on the basis 
of a minimum guarantee of $750 a 


| teacher unit in elementary schools 


and $1000 in high schools. 

In all dsitricts such as St. Louis 
and Kansas City which would ob- 
tain nothing under this method of 
distribution, the present method of 
apportionment of the school fund 
on the basis of number of teachers 
and average daily attendance of 
Pupils will be followed. 

The teacher quota is fixed by law 
and remains constant but average 
daily attendance fluctuates. In 
the amendment it will be fixed at 
the rate which prevailed last year, 
1.3 cents for each day’s attendance 
Per pupik Under the teacher 
quota apportionment Sst.

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SOVIET FLAG IN U. 5. 


Woman Appealing From Con- 
viction Under California’s 
Syndicalist Laws. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 


contention that Communists have @ 


constitutiona)] right in this country 
to raise the red flag of Soviet Rus- 
sia was advanced today in a brief 


filed with the Supreme Court by 
Yetta Stromberg. The 21-year-old 
Communist. born in Cleveland of 
Russian immigrant parentage, filed 
the brief in her appeal from a con- 
viction of violating the California 
red flag law, the validity of which 
she is contesting. 

A jury of “patrotic and excited” 
American citizens convicted her for 
displaying in a remote summer 
camp, a few miles from Yucaipa, 
San Bernardino County, Cal. the 
flag of Soviet Russia, she declared. 
The flag, she said, was the em- 
blem of the Communist party, of 
whieh she is a member, regularly 
organized in this country, with can- 
didates for President and Vice 
resident voted for at national elec- 
tions. 

The California red flag law “has 
enabled a jury to find that the flag 
of: Russia, perhaps the most highly 
organized government in the world, 
is the emblem of opposition to or- 
ganized government and of sedi- 
tion,’’ the brief declared. 

In 1929, at the camp, the young 
woman Communist would have 40 
children stand at attention at 7 
o'clock in the morning and salute 
and pledge their allegiance to the 
workers’ red flag. 

The camp was raided by officials 
and a large quantity of Communist 
literature was seized. Declaring 
the propaganda she was conducting 
did not violate the California syn- 
dicalism law, sustained by the Su- 
preme Court, she insisted that the 
red flag law was invalid because it 
would punish her for acts which 
were legal. She claimed she never 
advocated the use of force to over- 
throw the Government. 


SUSTAINS NATURAL GAS RULING 


California Court Upholds Injunc- 


tion Against Oil Companies.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 28.— 


The State Supreme Court today sus- 
tained a Los Angeles Superior Court 
injunction against the two Twin 
Bell Oil syndicates and the Star 
Petroleum Co. yesterday. These 
companies, enjoined with approxi- 
mately 43 oil producing organiza- 
tions, appealed on the ground they 
were being discriminated against 
and that the 1929. gas conservation 
law was unconstitutional. 

The Court reiterated its ruling 
that State legislation intended to 
prevent natural gas wastage in oll 
fields was sound and that the Su- 
perior Courts were empowered to 
enforce the laws.

John Esser, former Aurora bank 
president, charged with embezzling 
$482,000. suggested the indetermi- 
nate sentence be abolished. - “‘Con- 
tented prisoners are those who 
know how long they must serve,” 
he said. “I speak from experience 
when I tell of the mental anguish 
of uncertainty there is in the inde- 
terminate sentence.”’ 

The committee heard George 
Erickson, deputy warden in direct 
charge of the old prison, explain 
the records of solitary confine- 
ment and punishment. 

Ray Tepper, Chicago, and Pa 
Slane, Peoria, convicts, who have 
served terms in solitary confine- 
ment, were called. Tepper told 
that he had served 28 days for. 
walking away from the honor farm, 
when he learned that he was not to 
be releaseq after serving his mini- 
mum sentence. He said that “if it 
hadn’t been for Clabaugh (former 
head of Parole Board) and his de- 
sire for newspaper publicity.” the 
Supreme Court ruling on “Ten to 
life’ would not have been sought, 
and the 600 old convicts here un- 
der that sentence would have got- 
ten the same. 

Dissatisfied With Board. 

“Men here are al! sore at the Pa- 
role Board,” he said. “They expect 
to get out for good behavior after 
serving theif minimum, but find 
when the face the board they have 
more years added. If men could 
know their terms ‘and expect rood 
conduct would work for them, 
there would be no more trouble 
here, and, furthermore, you 
wouldn't have so many paroled 
men coming back for violation of 
parole.” 

Arthur. Miller, former barber of 
Rock Island, serving a life term 
for murder, told the Legislative 
Committee that convicts sent a 
“round robin” to Rodney Brandon, 
State Director of Public Welfare, 
soon after he was appointed, ask- 
ing him to come to the prison and 
address them, and then hear their 
spokesman in an expression of their 
complaints against the Parole 
Board.

The biggest immediate benefit 
has been to give pitchers more con- 
fidence. They can now get a bet- 
ter grip on the sphere and no lon- 
ger have that fear of it alipping 
out of their hands. 

More Close Contests. 

With this less lively ball the 
fans this summer are sure to see 
more spectacular infield work and 
more closely fought games. In ad- 
dition to being able to cover more 
ground the infielders get hold of 
the ball more firmly and throw it 
with more assurance. For the past 
three or four seasons’ the ball 
hopped through the infields so 
rapidly and often crazily, that even 
the best men were unable to cover 
‘ the ground. The average spectator 
may not note the effect of this 
; change for sometime but if the ball 

is slowed up just one half bound 
' it makes a tremendous difference 

in the work of the infielders. 

In the past few years baseball 
has lost inuch of its infleld strate- 
gy through an inability to handle 
the wild shoots of the jackrabbit 
ball... For example, there have 
been times when the infield couldn't 

: be drawn in close for a play at the 
_ plate for fear that any sort of tap 
might send the ball hopping 

| through and break up the game. 
: As a result, we frequently played 
the fnfield half way in and often 
played them all the way back on 

the better chance of a double play. 

The employment of those plays, 

even with the new ball, however, 

depend on the stage of the game. 

I can't go into that here but there 

are many plays that may be used 

| in the first part of a game that 
| wouldn't do in the last few innings. 

There is no question in my mind 
but what baseball will be improved 
all along the line. The deader ball 
will tend to make closer contests, 
and in those hard-fought games 
more strategy will be employed. A 
fans will know, there have been 
times in the days of the jackrabbit 
when the chances of a _ cleanup 
wallop were so great that mana- 
gers depended on that rather than 
Strategy. That robbed the game of 
many of its finer points. J look 
to see the old art restored. 

Fans IAke Close Games. 

We have had pretty conclusive 
proof that close-fought games keep 
the spectators and playersin greater 
suspense than those with wild bat- 
ting sprees and big scores. In Bos- 
} ton last summer the hitting be- 
came so free and the score so big 
that fans lost interest and thou- 
sands left the park before the sev- 
i enth inning. 

In one game at Pittsburg fully 

: two-thirds af the crowd walked out 

on one of those’ big-score games 

with the Pirates on the small end. 

Kiven so, Pittsburg got three men 

bases in the ninth and could 
have won with a two-base hit, 

Some of the players believe that 
the American League ball with its 
thinner cover can be hit further 
than the thicker hided National 
League ball. Theoretically that 
should be true but so far in exhi- 
bition games we have had no defi- 
nite proof. Even if the cover is 
thinner the raised seams offer con- 
siderable air resistance and also 
makes the pitching more effective. 

It may develop that the big seams 
do more toward slowing up the ball 
than the thickness and tightness 
of the cover. I feel sure that the 
fans. will be pleased with the new 
ball. Undoubtedly they will see 
some great pitching battles. Base 
running and fielding will also be 
snappier. In fact, I expect to see 
a return to much of the base run- 
ning strategy that made teams fam- 
ous in the old days, Teams will 

play for one run rather than for a 

bunch of them. Daring work on 

the bases, you know, went into a 

decline with the introduction of the 

Jackrabbit ball. Proof of that is 

in the stolen base records during 

the regular season and in the 
world's series.

Undoubtedly it is deader and will) Sports Editor of the Post- Dispatch. 


St. Louis was never considered 
one of the major factors in the late 
Ban Johnson's baseball plans, and 
yet it in many ways played a vital 
part in his baseball career. It was 
in St. Louis in 1901-2 that John- 
son arranged his campaign to in- 
vade the Mound City by moving 
the Milwaukee franchise into S8t. 
Louis, thus rivaling the National 
League by competition in Your 
cities and almost wrecking the St. 


Louis National League team by 
taking its star players. P 
It was in St. Louis, too, that 


Johnson first met and won to his 
cause the strongest supporter he 
was to have during the later yéars 
of his reign as Czar—Philip De 
Catesby Ball. 

It was to St. Louis that Ban in 
1910 hastened for details of the 
Lajoie-Cobb batting championship 
incident, in which Manager Jack 
O'Connor and Umpire Harry 
Howell were quietly eased out of 
baseball, and ‘‘Red” Corriden, then 
third baseman of the Browns, was 
barred from the American League, 
for an alleged attempt to throw 
base hits to Larry Lajoie, In the 
final doubleheader of the season, 
so that Larry might pass Ty Cobb. 


Crooked Series Tip Here. 


And it was to St. Louis that 
Johnson turned for first hand evi- 
dence in 1919-20 following the 
baseball scandal of the Chicago- 
Cincinnati series, seeking to get the 
inside story from the Pesch broth- 
ers, Carl Zork, Harry Redmon, Joe 
Gedeon, the Brown second base- 
man, and Tom Kearney, who had 
given an officer of the Browns a 
tip that the series was “crooked.” 
It was to St. Louis that Johnson 
came at almost every crisis of his 
late career for aid from Phil Ball, 
and later on, for treatment from 
Mound City optical and medical ex- 
perts. To cap the climax it was in 
this city that his career came to 
its merciful finish. 

It may be observed in passing 
that St. Louis’ greatest contribu- 
tion to Johnson's career was Phil 
Ball. But when they first en- 
countered one another there was 
no hint of the intimacy that was 
to come. That was in 1915 when 
the Federal League was on the 
rocks, sinking, and was carrying 
on with signals.of distress. 

Ban Johnson of the American 
League wanted to remove the com- 
petition of the Federal League, 
weak as it had grown. He knew 


the key men of the outlaws. He 
sought an Interview with Ball and 
Dick Collins, former sports editor 
of the old Republic, arranged the 
interview with the greatest of dif- 


ficulty. Ball didn’t want to talk 
to Johnson. He had nothing: to 
say. 


“Why should I talk to Johnson?” 
he asked Collins, 

“Johnson wants peace and it’s a 
good chance for you to get away 
from a losing bet,’ Collins told 
him. 

“Johnson’s only a clerk—work- 
ing for eight club owners. If they 
want to talk turkey with me, why 
don’t they see me?” Ball retorted.

1865—Born .on Jan. 6, — 

1887—Graduated from Marietta 
(O.) College. 

1887—Joined Cincinnati-Gazette 
Times. 

1893—Helped form Western 
League with Charles Comiskey. 

1893-99—Elected president West- 
ern League. 

1900—Organized expansion of 
Western League into American 
League, and was named president 
at $5000 salary in 1900. 

1902—Induced Robert L. Hedges 
of St. Louis to buy Milwaukee 
franchise for St. Louis, 1902. Phil- 
adelphia, New York and Boston 
aiso joined the circuit. 

1902—Conducted the famous 
player raids which nearly wrecked 
several N. L, clubs, 1901-2. 

1902—Drafted peace agreement 
with Joe Flanner and Ed Mockler 
of St. Louis. Re-elected president 
at $7500 a year. 

1903—Signed National 
ment, embodying National 
mission, ending baseball war. 

1905—With president of National 
League provided for the first of- 
ficial world series under commis- 
sion rules, 

1906—Voted $5000 bonus and 
Salary increase to $10,000.

WIFFY COX WINS 
NORTHAND SOUTH 
GOLF TOURNEY

PINEHURST, N. C., March 28.— 


Wilfred (Wiffy) Cox of Brooklyn 
today won the twenty-ninth annual; 
North and South 72-hole open golf 
championship by downing Joe 
Turnesa, Elmsford, N. Y., in @ 
playoff after the pair had fin- 
ished the regular stretch tied at 
288. 

It was the first big victory Cox 


had ever scored. Just a month 
ago Cox and Turnesa tied for first 
place in the Jacksonville, Fia., 
open but did not play off for the 
title. ‘Cox also paired with Willie 
MacFarlane to win the interna- 
tional four-ball event at Miami a 
week ago. 

Wiffy, two strokes out of the 
lead after 54 holes of play, shot 
fine and steady golf today for a 
71 which allowed him to overtake 
Turnesa, leader at 36 and 54 holes, 
as Joe required a 73 today. 

The victors today decided to play 
nine holes for the title, and split, 
the first and second prize money 
totaling $2500.

Johnson was the builder of 
baseball, taking it from its cradle 
days. He not only brought-it to 
its greatest popularity, but to its 
biggest financial aspect as well. He 
left behind him many contributions 
to the sport, among them the world 
series, which he originated. He 
was the one to conceive the idea 
of massive stadia, and to raise fi- 
nances to construct them. 

Under Johnson’s leadership, the

000, and in this surprising growth 
Johnson, as one of the three mem- 
bers of the National Baseball Com- 
mission, was the dominating power.

“If the average driver would 
only remember,” said Dearth, “that 
the best he can expect of his brakes 
in an emergency stop is that they 
will lock his wheels. The rest de- 
pends upon the action of his tire 
surfaces upon the surface of the 
road. Ht is only natural that if the 
treads on one side are in better 
condition than the treads on the 
other side, uneven braking will re- 
sult, regardless of the actual con- 
dition of the brakes on a car. 
“Positive knowledge of just how 
a car is going to act is never more 
important than when a quick stop 
is necessary. One ‘bald-headed’ 
tire at such a time may complete- 
ly nullify the action of three good 
tires and perfect brakes by caus- 
ing the car to pull one way or the 
other.”

Buying New Car 
May Be Economy, 


Engineers Declare 


This is the time of year motor 
car owners should take inventory 
of their automobiles to learn how 
many more miles of economical op- 


eration their cars possess and de- 
cide on the advisability of purchas- 
ing a new car. Such an inventory 
will reduce upkeep costs and elim- 
inate future disappointments to 
thousands of motorists, according 
to Oldsmobile engineers. 

“In the spring every automobile 
owner should have his car thor- 
oughly overhauled to prepare for 
summer driving,” say Oldsmobile 
engineers. ‘“‘At that time he should 
obtain facts and figures to learn if 
it is more economical to have his 
car put in first-class shape for an- 
other year’s service or to purchase 
a new car. 

“The best plan to follow is to.ob- 
tain an estimate of the cost of 
thoroughly reconditioning the me- 
chanical parts of the car and of 
making required repairs to fenders, 
paint and upholstery, to improve 
the appearance. At the same time 
obtain expert advice as to the pos- 
| sibility of having to make any, 
major service repairs if the car is 
driven another year. Possible re- 
placement of tires and battery also 
should be figured in the recondi- 
tioning estimate. 

“The total of the above items 
will give an approximate figure of 
how much more it will cost to op- 
erate the car another year over the 
upkeep of a new automobile. The 
present re-sale value of the car is 
easily ascertained and its approxi- 
mate worth a year later is not dif- 
ficult to estimate. There remains 
just a question of a little figuring 
to learn whether it will be cheap- 
er to purchase a new car or keep 
the old one another year. 

It is advisable to obtain a deal- 
er’s assistance as sO many factors 
enter into ariving at the true value 
of an automobile. 

“Among these factors are age, 
mileage, mechanical condition and 
appearance. Total mileage is an '| 
important consideration, but it is’ 
influenced by the condition in 
which the car has been kept. 

“In addition to the purely eco- 
nomic question of buying a new 
automobile instead of keeping the 
present car there is the factor of 
personal satisfaction and pleasure 
in driving a new, stylish and fine 
performing automobile such as is 
represented in the new cars of 
1931. This should be considered 
along with the costs when the serv- 
ice man is asked, ‘How much will 
it cost to put the old bus in shape 
for another year?’ ”

distribution of resources—bring in- 
to question the very foundations of 
that political and economic system 
which the founder of this institu- 
tion believed in and desired to per- 
petuate. 

If I have understood the situa- 
tion rightly, then it seems to me 
that those two problems are clearly 
within the scope of your activities 
as conceived by your founder. I 
judge, from a somewhat cursory 
reading of your schedule of studies, 
that your -activities in the past 
have fallen largely within the field 
of under-graduate work. The 
problems I have suggested may, 
and probably will, lead into the 
field of research, and what is some- 
times called graduate work, but no 
less will they lead into the field of 
the technical expert and business 
executive. 

If you should ask me to be more 
specific and to point out more defi- 
nitely just what I think Wharton 
Ought to do in line with this sug- 
gestion, I would reply that by 
means which you have, and along 
ways with which you are familiar, 
you should first obtain the fact& 
and seek at the same time to de- 
velop a correct understanding and 
sympathetic attitude towards them. 

But you must not stop there: it 
is.at this point that your training 
at the Wharton School should be 
of the utmost importance, for you 
must correlate the facts you have 
established, and translate them into 
ideas which may, in turn, become 
the basis of action. The facts have 
been there all the time; ascertain- 
ing them ‘s only the first step. An 
ascertained fact is of importance to 
the extent and only to the extent 
that it can be made useful. It is 
here that the trained mind, by 
setting facts to work, finds means 
of expression and makes those con- 
tributions upon which our civiliza- 
tion depends. 

It may develop that the solution 
for the unemployment problem, in 
whole or in part, lies in more em- 
ployment, or perhaps in a better 
distribution of employment. It may 
be that some form of unemploy- 
ment insurance is necessary, and it 
is possible that there may be some 
other method of dealing with the 
situation as yet undiscovered, but 
which will be revealed by your 
studies. 

While the problems referred to 
are serious and pressing, it is 
doubtful if their final solution will 
be found in the immediate future, 
and it is all the more. desirable, 
therefore, that young men should 
be trained to understand their im- 
portance and their ultimate im- 
plication. It is not unlikely that 
the matter will be dealt with 
eventually by Congress. Who are 
the men and where are they being 
trained who as law-makers or as 
recognized experts will advise Con- 
gress concerning a matter of such 
supreme importance? The answer 
to both questions, so it seems to 
me, might be and should be in part 
at least—“Men trained in the 
Wharton School of Finance and 
Commerce.’

BUILDING IS NOTED 


President of George A. Fuller 
Co. Says Money Is Not Chief 
Factor in Gain. 


“With public works and monu- 
mental and commercial building 
construction projects on the in- 


likewise showing a considerable 
gain for the first quarter of 1931, 
it would appear that this basic in- 
dustry has started on a gradual 
upward trend,” according to Lou 
R. Crandall, president of the 
George A. Fuller Co, 

“The importance of this lies not 
s0 much in increased dollars and 
cents turnover within the industry, 
as in the fact that any improve- 
ment is a reflection of returning 


public confidence which is the 
basic factor in healthy recovery 
from business depression,”’ Cran- 
dall continued. 

“Within the building industry, 
housing construction normally rep- 
resents the greatest volume and 


must be regarded as the most ac- 
curate index to the mental! attitude 
or state of mind of the public. 

“The first two months of the 
year developed a healthy tendency 
in residential financing and con- 
struction, which, has been § sus- 
tained during March though gains 
have been less pronounced and the 
improvement may be largely sea- 
sonal. The gains registered in this 
classification for the quarter, how- 
ever, are encouraging. 

“Of other classifications, heavy 
operations such as certain monu- 
mental types of bank and office 
buildings, general office buildings, 
lofts, industrial structures and 
large housing projects, must fol- 
low rather than lead the upward 
march of business, dependent as 
they are in most instances upon in- 
creased current earnings. 

“This does not apply to public 
works and utilities, educational and 
institutional buildings supported 


largely by endowments, and cer- 


tain monumental projects for 
which funds have been previously 
accumulated, and which have 
forged ahead during the period of 
depression under the artificial 
stimulus of a public demand for 
unemployment relief. These 
classifications probably will con- 
tinue to gain.”

BOSTON. 
IX times in the 
last five years John 
T. Johnson Jr. has 
saved a human life 
at the risk of his 
Own. In recogni- 
tion of this record 
of courage, t..- Car- 
negie Foundation 
has awarded him a 
vgoid hero medal and a life-long income 
of $22.50 a week. The award, the 
fifth of its degree to be made in the 
[‘nited States, was conferred after the 
rescues had been thoroughly investi- 
gated. 

Not the least remarkable thing 
about Johnson's record is the fact that 
opportunity for life-saving should have 
been presented so frequently to a per- 
son who was not professionally en- 
vagzed in that activity Six times this 
young man has happened to be at hand 
when need arose for a rescuer. And 
always he has seized the opportunity 
promptly and effectively. 

Johnson is 24 years old and a resi- 
dent of the East Cambridge district of 
Greater Boston. He was graduated 
from the Sacred Heart grammar school 
and the Cambridge Night High School. 
and studied two years at the Rindge 
Technical School. He is now employed 
as a chauffeur by the District Attor- 
ney of Middlesex County, whose head- 
quarters are in East Cambridge. 

Johnson's first rescue was in 1925, 
when he was 18 years old. He fought 
his way through thin ice to a 14-year- 
old girl who had skated through a hole 
in a pond, and finally brought her 
ashore. Because of the weight of the 
girl, and her struggles, the rescuer 
was in much worse condition than the 
rescued when they finally reached 
safety. 

A year later James Sheehan, 12 
years old, living in the Charlestown 
district of Boston, fell into the Charles 
River. The boy sank quickly and his 
body became entangled among cables 
and wires under the water. Johnson 
dived repeatedly until he had extri- 
cated the lad and brought him ashgre. 
In his endeavors to release thie “boy 
from the tangle of wires, Johnson suf- 
fered severe cuts on the hands, arms 
and face. 

This rescue almost cost Johnson his 
life; for two weeks he hovered be- 
tween life and death at the Massachu- 
setts General Hospital here. The Shee- 
han child, delicate and sickly, died 
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three weeks later from 
pneumonia. 

In July, 1927, Johnson 
was hurrying over the

West Boston Bridge to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital to have several broken bones in his hand 
set. He was in the center of the span, which crosses 
the Charles River, when a little girl ran to him, 
screaming that her brother had fallen into the water. 
In spite of the painful injury, which virtually dis- 
abled one hand, Johnson dived the 40 feet into the 
river and finally succeeded in getting to safety a 
12-year-old boy, who later was identified as Stephen 


Afienko. 


As Johnson laid the lad on the Boston shore, a 
woman grabbed the boy and disappeared in the 
crowd that had gathered. She was the child’s moth- 
er The commander and crew of a police launch 
in the Charles River arrived just in time to apply 
first aid measures to Johnson, who had collapsed. 


His next rescue was at North End 
pond, Cambridge, in a swimming pool 
maintained by that city. A 12-year- 
old boy, William Markowsky, was at- 
tacked with cramps. While others 
stood by, Johnson swam to the strug- 
gling lad, and saved him, in spite of 
the boy’s resistance. 


N the day following this res- 
cue, the parents of the child vis- 
ited the swimming pool, leaving 
a $100 bill, which they asked the head 
instructor to give to Johnson. When 
Johnson was told of the award await- 
ing him, he informed the parents that 
he didn’t ‘“‘save the kid for money.” 
He refused to accept the reward. 
In July, 1929, while driving a 
truck, Johnson saw a sedan 
skid into the Third street 
canal in East Cambridge. The 
sedan was driven by Albert 
Verry, 26, of Lynn, Massa- 
chusetts. Johnson’ stopped 
his truck and was in the 
water almost before the rip- 
ples started to mark where 
the sedan had disappeared.

After repeated dives, John- 
son broke a window in the 
automobile, extricated Ver- 
ry and dragged him to the 
surface by the hair. Verty 
suffered a fractured nose, 
while Johnson cut a large 
artery in a wrist and broke 
one leg. Asa result of this 
adventure the East Cam- 
bridge life-saver was laid 
up for a long time in a hos- 
pitay, undergoing a series 
of operations on his leg. It 
finally was necessary to remove a piece 
of the shin bone. The plunge into the 
canal after the imprisoned motorist 
left the rescuer's leg crippled. 

Johnson's most recent act of hero- 
ism was the rescue of Anthony Chac- 
to, 14, of East Boston, who had fallen 
into quicksand edging the property of 
the Boston and Maine Railroad on the 
Charles River. Johnson was driving 
in the automobile of the District At- 
torney of Middlesex County. Fully 
clothed, he leaped into the treacherous 
sand, and after a desperate struggle 
managed to reach the boy, who was 
head down. For many minutes, while 
a crowd along the embankment 
watched, powerless to aid, Johnson 
tugged and battled to get the boy's 
head out of the quicksand. This ac- 
complished, he had to fight his way 
to firm land. He succeeded after 
floundering terribly for 20 minutes. 
A waiting ambulance rendered first 
aid to the exhausted pair, after which 
ihe boy was sent to a hospital, while 
Johnson was taken home by a passing 
motorist. 

The rescues of Johnson have re- 
ceived notice from the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, and the cities of 
Cambridge and Revere, as well as from 
the Carnegie Foundation. The youth- 

ful life-saver was given 
a cup by Revere and also 
by Cambridge. Another 
cup was awarded him by 
the State, the then Gov- 
ernor Frank Allen mak- 
ing the presentation. On 
this occasion Johnson, 
shying from applause, 
almost got away from 
the ceremony, but was 
brought back by a news- 
paper reporter who had 
to remind the youth 
that he couldn't spoil 
the party. 
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ready for a dive. 


Through friends, reports of the 
voung man’s daring rescues reached 
the trustees of the Carnegie hero 
fund. It seemed almost impossible to 
them that a man so young could have 
established such a record, and a 
searching investigation of his life-sav- 
ing was made. Eye-witnesses were in- 
terviewed, and the various police rec- 
ords of the rescues were examined. His 
record stood the serutiny; the gold 
medal and the weekly income resulted. 

Johnson has refused to capitalize on 
his heroism. An enterprising Boston 
theatrical manager tried to sign him 
up for a month’s booking at $500 a 
week, with appearances in several Mas- 
sachusetts cities——Boston, Springfield, 
Worcester, New Bedford, Lynn, Law- 
rence and Lowell. But the young man 
of many rescues declined the offer. 
“Say, I'm a chauffeur; beat it,’ he 
told the impresario. 


URTHERMORE, he refused to ex- 

pose himself to public adulation 

and let himself be lionized in con- 
nection with the Carnegie award. 
Friends had made preparations for a 
formal presentation of the hero medals 
and the first check from the founda- 
tion. A ceremony was to be held at 
the State Capitol in Boston. Gover- 
nor Joseph B. Ely, Mayor Richard M. 
Russell of Cambridge and Mayor 
James M. Curley of Boston were to be 
present. There were to be many 
speeches. Johnson was to respond to 
the resounding praises of his valor by 
explaining how he happened to be a 
hero, and was to be photographed as 
some dignitary handed him the check. 
There would be photographs as an- 
other dignitary, possibly the Governor, 
pinned the hero medal on the life- 
saver's breast. 

But Johnson balked at all this. 
There would be no formal presenta-- 
tion, he declared; he would receive 
his medal and check from the mail 
carrier at his home in East Cambridge. 
He wouldn’t agree even to a presenta- 
tion ceremony at his home.

The Hessian Hills School is one of 
the new type technically known as a 
‘progressive’ school. Its methods are 
based on the theory, as expressed by 
John Dewey, that the best way to learn 
is through experience, rather than 
through being a mere receptacle of sec- 
ond-hand data dished out by a teacher. 
To show how this theory is applied 
in practice and what such a school can 
mean to its students and its commun- 
ity, the history of the Hessian Hills 
School should be examined. 

Six years ago Elizabeth Moos (in 
private life Mrs. Robert Imandt) a 
xraduate of Smith College with several 
years of experience as a teacher in 
progressive schools, decided that she 
wanted to raise her young daughter in 
an environment other than that of New 
York City.

12 and 13-year-old boys, ordinarily happy and 
carefree, choking back tears at the sight of 
their school going up in flames and he 
would have seen young ladies of the same 
insouciant age pale with distress at the 
spectacle. The stranger, particularly 
if he happened to be a principal or teacher of an ordinary 
public school, would not have known what to make of it. 
For the schoolhouse to burn down has always been one 
of the earnest if unexpressed wishes of healthy children. 
But here were children, normal and spirited, who were 
actually grieved when their school burned, and who looked 
upon it as a deep personal loss. Where the children of an- 
other school under similar circumstances would have shout- 
ed with glee---at least in their hearts—these children were 
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78, with 10 teachers on the faculty. 

To put the matter briefly, the school 
was made a pleasure by making learn- 
ing not a routine but a matter of per- 
sonal experience. Instead of teaching 
arithmetic by arbitrary rules and me- 
chanical drills, it is introduced, in the 
early stages, by mathematical games. 
in which the use of numbers is related 
to actual experience.

“Our bank designs are, for the most 
part, archaic,’ says Keallivy ‘*Bank- 
ing design has progressed slower than 
any other type of building I know of. 
Ranks are still depending upon thick 
walis, small windows and iron grating 
is a means of protection and symbol-of 
streneth, whereas the bank, the cor- 
nerstone of modern business. should 
be frankly representative of this mod- 
ern age. 

Years ago, before the advent of the 
modern burglar proof vault, the thick 
inasonry walls and heavy iron bars of 
the building constituted practically 
the only protection of the bank's 
funds both dav and night. If robberies 
occurred they were perpetrated by 
hreaking into the building, but the 
modern impregnable vault eliminates 
the necessity for the old’ fortress-like 
construction. 

The problem of bank robbery now 
concerns itself largely with the inside 
daylight holdup at the point of a gun, 
forcing the teller to turn over the 
cash on his counter The money ex- 
change room would give the = bank 
funds the same protection during 
banking hours as the present vault af- 
fords after closing hours. There is no 
reason why a bank should depend upon 
walls and its bars for protection. 

Among interesting architectural ex- 
hibits to be looked forward to at the 
coming Architectural and Allied Arts 
Exposition, at which the Architectural 
League of New York will celebrate its 
fiftieth anniversary, are photographs 
and drawings of recent bank buildings

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and numerous sketches of proposed 
bank designs as conceived by leading 
modern architects. The exhibition will 
be held from April 18 to 25. 

In discussing a bank design which 
he will submit, Keally refers to a num- 
ber of radical changes which he pro- 
poses to introduce. Force of habit 
clings more tenaciously to bank de- 
sign than to anv other branch of archi- 
tecture, Keally believes: ‘‘There is no 
more reason for the iron grating on 
the bank window today than there was 
for the whipholder on the first auto- 
mobile.’ 


HIS architect's proposed design 

for a bank goes considerably 

farther than eliminating the 
customary wickets and cages Con- 
tending that the tellers business can 
be conducted from an ordinary busi- 
ness desk, and that the use of 
desks in a banking room to replace 
the present counters would produce a 
more intimate atmosphere and elimi- 
nate the formidable aspect which often 
makes the bank a tomb-like institution, 
he would substitute an arrangement of 
desks in front of an all-glass partition, 
beyond which space would be provided 
for the clerical forces and files. This 
plan centers around establishment of a 
burglar proof money exchange room. 
This room could be located either at 
the rear of the main floor or in the 
hasement of the bank—preferably in 
the basement, and in any event pro- 
tected by every means known to money 
storage vaults. Using vault construc- 
tion with the best modern equipment 
for artificial light and ventilation, the 
money exchange room should _. be 
planned to expedite the handling of the 
pneumatic tubes by means of which 
money would be sent to the tellers’ 
desks upon request. By systematically 
arranging the money exchange room 
and having various amounts of cash 
readily accessible to eliminate as much 
counting as possible, withdrawals 
could be handled just as expeditiously 
as at present and the danger of hold- 
ups could be minimized if not entirely 
eliminated, Keally maintains. 
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By establishing a burglar proof 
money exchange room, such as the ar- 
chitect proposes, a banking house 
might. by means of pneumatic tube 
connections with all its branches, han- 
die all the money for its entire or- 
ganization from one central exchange 
The principle of transporting money by 
tube could be applied still further. 
Tube service could be established be- 
tween all member banks of the clear. 
ing house for the rapid and safe trans- 


portation of cash. 


The question of utilizing tubes for 
carrying large sums of money between 
the Federal Reserve Bank and various 
New York banks has been agitated for 
some time. it having been estimated 
that such a system of inter-connecting 
pneumatic tubes would pay for itself 
within a short time and would greatly 
facilitate the speed and safety with 
which exchanges of currency and valu- 
able documents could be made.

In advocating the use of enormous 
windows the architect proposes to have 
the masonry wall reduced to a mere 
narrow frame, using glass and orna- 
mental bronze for practically the en-

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tire wall surface right down to the 
floor. He proposes to use two walls 
of bullet-proof glass, allowing an air 
chamber between. By scientific plan- 
ning an even temperature could be 
maintained within this air chamber to 
keep the glass clear and free of steam 
A practically shadowless interior 
would result. 

The use of narrow strips of metal 
with beautifully detailed symbolic 
characters would lend to the beauty of 
the simple, modern exterior. If a cor- 
ner site were to be used, the architect 
favors a similar treatment for the side 
wall, giving a maximum of daylight to 
the interior. 

Keally would introduce the use of 
color, brilliant color, into the banking 
room. There is no reason, he believes, 
why the business of handling money 
should be undertaken in somber sur- 
roundings. The growing tendency to 
introduce mura! _paintings iato the 
banking room is a definite step in the 
right direction, he thinks, but, for the 
most part, these paintings are too sub- 
dued. He advocates color arrange 
ments that are bold, yet restful. He 
thinks the bank interior needs cheer. 
ing up; that the bank clerk, whose job 
is a confining and meticulous kind of 
work, needs stimulating surroundings

LONDON. 
HE singular  pas- 
sion of Alfred 
Arthur Rouse for 
domesticity has 
brought him at last 
to the _ gallows. 
Rouse'’s vice was 
such a respectable 
one — he simply 
wanted to marry 
good, plain looking women, lots of 
them. No champagne out of slippers, 
no dazzling chorus girls, no orchids for 
Arthur. Nothing but highly respecta- 
ble, even rather drab domesticity on 
a wholesale scale. 

Rouse would be living today and so 
would the unidentified victim whom 
he was found guilty of murdering, if 
only the domesticity hadn’t grown a 
little too thick and too complicated. 
There were at the last too many wives, 
and too many children by these wives. 


. Death was the only way out. 


But Rouse didn’t want to die. He 
liked living very much, he had a pas- 
sion for marrying. The great light 
dawned——a victim to be mistaken for 
him. This earnest, God-fearing trav- 
eling salesman was’ desperate, of 
course, or he never would have fas- 
tened upon such an idea. But even in 
his desperation it must have occurred 
to him that with a new identity he 
could start out to marry a whole new 
set of wives. 

No one for a moment thought of him 
as a murderer for the sake of murder. 
The prosecuting attorney, even in his 
most fiery moments, contended only 
that Rouse was a simple soul, driven 
to commit a stupid and bungling mur- 
der by a bungied life. 

To the last Rouse kept silence. He 
denied his guilt and swore on the steps 
to the gallows that he did not know 
whose body it was that was found in 
the ruins of his burned automobile. 
He was the first person in 145 years 
to be hanged for the murder of an un. 
identified victim, and his trial aroused 
intense interest here. A number of 
prominent Londoners, among them Sir 
Philip Gibbs, espoused Rouse's cause. 
They contended that the Crown had 
not proved the man’s guilt and that 
he was entitled to a reprieve or to sen- 
tence of life imprisonment, in the hope 
that further evidence would come to 
light. But the inexorable legal ma- 
chinery of this law-abiding nation 
ground on to the ultimate conclusion. 

The story begins with the war. 
Rouse came out of it in 1916 with a 
head wound that incapacitated him for 
further service. In 1917 he married 
his first wife, the only one in the se- 
ries entitled to be called Mrs. Rouse. 
It was a typical war romance. This 
woman, Lily, was a war nurse. They 
had met first in a hospital behind the 
lines. 

At this time Rouse embodied all the 
suburban virtues. At least it must 
have seemed so to Lily. He was a man 
of prepossessing appearance and a 
good talker, infallibly cheerful. He 
was making $35 a week, and it may be 
said here that his income never ex- 
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Helen Campbell. 


ceeded that figure, despite his several 
mafriages. It was a gooll enough in- 
come for two people starting out in 
life. But it was stretched to the break- 
ing point when it was finally made to 
cover the expenses of four establish- 
ments. 

Alfred and Lily seem to have been 
happy enough during the first year or 
two of marriage. At least there is no 
authenticated record of philandering 
on Alfred’s part. The marriage was 
childless. 

In November, 1924, he went through 
a ceremony of marriage with Helen 
Campbell at Islington. She was a com- 
panion and nurse when Rouse first 
met her while visiting her employer, 
whom he knew. They quickly became 
firm friends. 


OUSE seems to have had a fatal 
RR tascination for women starved for 

romance, nurses, servants, typ- 
ists. He had a little car and it was at 
this time that he got in the habit of 
cruising the streets for women. He got 
to know when the nurses at certain 
hospitals came off duty, when the tele- 
phone operators changed shifts and 
when the big department stores closed. 
He favored also districts in which do- 
mestic servants are employed in large 
houses. There were few bets that he 
overlooked. 

Nurse Helen Campbell very soon 
lost her heart to him. He represented 
himself, of course, as a single man. 
For 18 months he divided his time be- 
tween the two women, Lily and Iielen. 
A boy, christened Arthur, was born to 
Helen. 

Toward the end of 1925 he set up 
a third domestic establishment with 
Miss Nellie Tucker. Whether there 
was ever a ceremony of marriage has 
not been definitely established. Miss 
Tucker insists there was, but no legal 
records have been found. It was char- 
acteristic of Rouse to lavish the great- 
est part of his income on the most re- 
cent wife. He told Lily and Helen 
a hard luck story and they went to 
work. In two years he had two chil- 
dren by Nellie, one of whom died. 

All these establishments were in 
drab, cheap little flats and Rouse and 
his wives were under the constant ne-

cessity of petty economies. His wives 
nagged him because he didn't spend 
more time with them and more 
money on them. But since there 
are only 24 hours in the day and 
Alfred had to give up from eight 
to ten hours to his job as a bales- 
man it is not surprising that she 
could not keep all three wives con- 
tented. 

And yet he want- 
ed more domes- 
ticity. In Novem- 
ber, 1928 — there 
was something fatal 
about the month of 
November for 
Arthur—he set Ivy 
Muriel Jenkins up 
in a fourth house- 
hold. Less than a 
year later she hada 
child that died a 
few hours after 
birth. 

The more wives 
and the more chil- 
dren Rouse acquired 
the more desperate 
his situation  be- 
came. There wasa 
constant demand 
upon him for mon- 
ey that h¢ could not 
supply. Nellie 
Tucker had to go 
out to earn her liv- 
ing and Rouse had 
all he could do to support her small 
daughter, Pamela, who was put out 
with foster parents, discovered through 
a newspaper advertisement. 

In October of last year it seemed 
that everything was about to close in 
on the handsome suburban salesman. 

The payments on his little car were 
past due and the finance company was 
threatening foreclosure.

Since the resumption of specie payments in 1879. the 
Government had maintained a minimum gold reserve fund 


of $100,000,000 to redeem outstanding notes. The reserve had proved ample 
during the prosperous and money careless ‘80s. The panic of 1893, however, 
brought a startling and disheartening change. European security holders 
dumped $100,000,000 worth of stock and bonds upon our markets. Foreign 
exchange rose rapidly. It was necessary to export gold by the tens of millions. 


The Treasury at once felt the effect. 


At the close of 1894 it seemed impossible to preserve the gold standard and 
the public credit. In panic, foreign and domestic capital ru d to escape be- 
fore the anticipated crash. In January, 1895, the enormous sum of $45,000,600 
was withdrawn from the Treasury; and gold to the amount of $25,900.000 went 
abroad. On the last day of Januayy the gold reserve had fallen to 


$41,540,181 
almost $2,000,000 daily.

Uninvited, indeed, risking open re- 
buff, Morgan had come to the capita! 
to consult President Cleveland. The 
previous day a bill authorizing issu- 
ance of emergency gold bonds had 
been defeated in the House by silver. 
ites. To Morgan this had but one 
meaning: the Government must de- 
pend upon private sources to save the 
Treasury. President Cleveland was 
bitterly opposed to such an expedient. 
The stalwart Democrat in the White 
House clung stubbornly to his belief 
that relief should and must come 
through the people's representatives. 


HOUGH much alike in mental 
mold, Cleveland and Morgan di- 
vided sharply in social philos- 

The President, son of an indi- 
gent traveling parson, held a naive be- 
lief in popular government. Morgan 
believed that democracies were devices 
where the most ruled the best Both 
were nen accustomed to command. In 


a situation such as this their wills were 
bound to clash. 

At the station, the night before, Sec- 
retary of War Daniel Lamont had de- 
iivered a blunt message from. the 
White House “The President has 
made up bis mind to rely upon Con- 
gress. He will not see you,” he told 
Morgan. Morgan's response was equal- 
ly blunt. ‘I am going to the Arling- 
1on Hotel,” he said “T shall wait 
there until] the President is ready to 
see me. 

To Morgan this was no time to 
stand upon ceremony. Cleveland, he 
realized, was no financier. Morgan 
nevertheless respected him for his 
sturdy championship of the gold 
standard at a time when his political 
future was at stake. The silver issue 
had split both parties wide open. Mor- 
gan had decided that relief of the 
Treasury could be brought about only 
by his firm and one other—August 
Belmont & Company, American repre- 
sentatives of the powerful foreign 
house of Rothschild. 

He had in his pocket a contract for 
restoring and maintaining the Treas- 
ury gold reserve. Whether the Presi. 
dent and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury could legally consummate the cov- 
enant without the consent of Congress 
was the problem which new concerned 
him as he sat and smoked and riffled 
the cards. His presence in Washington 
capped a fortnight of dramatic events 

For two weeks Morgan and August 
Relmont had been engaged in guarded 
parleys with various Treasury officials, 
negotiations conducted in the greatest 
secrecy. The Government did not dare 
permit the press and public to learn in 
actual measure how close the Treasury 
was to repudiation. On January 24 
Belmont and John G.-Carlisle, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, had been closeted 
in conference. Carlisle asked Belmont 
to ascertain quietly whether it would 
be possible for the Government to float 
an emergency loan in Europe. On Jan- 
uary 28 the President sent a special 
message to Congress. Wtfthout reveal-

Treasury, Mr. Cleveland thus pictured 
conditions: 

“The real trouble which confronts 
us is the lack of confidence, wide- 
spread and constantly increasing, in 
the continuing ability of the Govern- 
ment to pay its obligations in gold. 

“The only way left open to the Gov- 
ernment for procuring gold is by the 
issue and sale of its bonds. The only 
bonds that can be so issued were 
authorized nearly 25 years ago. 
They are made payable in coin instead 
of specifically in gold. It is by 
no means certain that bonds of this de- 
scription can much longer be disposed 
of at a price creditable to the financial 
character of our Government. 


6< HE most dangerous and irri- 
tating feature of the situation 
is found in the means by 
which the Treasury is despoiled of the 
gold thus obtained without: cancelling 
a single Government obligation, and 
solely for the benefit of those who find 
profit in shipping it abroad or whose 
fears induce them to hoard it at home. 
.. The same notes may do duty many 
times in drawing gold from the Treas- 
ury; nor can the process be arrested as 
long as private parties... see an ad- 
vantage in repeating the operation. 
“Whatever ideas may be insisted 
upon as to silver or bimetalism, a prop- 
er solution of the question now press- 
ing upon us only requires a recognition 
of gold as well as silver, and a conces- 
sion of its importance, rightfully or 
wrongfully acquired, as a basis of na- 
tional credit, a necessity in the honor- 
able discharge of our obligations pay- 
able in gold, and a badge of solvency.” 
On January 29 Secretary Carlisle's 
chief assistant, William E. Curtis, saw 
Belmont at the latter's home in New 
York. Curtis was the Treasury liaison 
man with the New York bankers. 
Many times, in that trying period,\ he 
had gone to New York on confidential 
missions. On this occasidn Belmont 
silently handed Curtis a sheaf of pri- 
vate cables. They were gloomy. Roth- 
schilds would not touch American Gov- 
ernment bonds-——unless payable in gold 
and gold alone. “‘Why don't you sée 
Morgan?’ asked Belmont. ‘Perhaps 
he can suggest something.”’

On this morning—January 30— 
Morgan received two communications. 
One was a request from Curtis for a 
conference at the Sub-Treasury.

The latter, signed by Walter 
Burns, informed him that the London 
house of Rothschild had approached 
J. P. Morgan & Company and suggest- 
ed joint action to avert a calamity. 
The growing gravity of the situation 
apparently had caused the Rothschilds 
to modify their earlier insistence upor 
‘gold only” bonds. 

In a few minutes the immaculately 
groomed Belmont walked into Mor- 
gan’s office. He also had received a

cable from London. To his 
astonishment he found 
that Morgan had already 
drawn up a rough outline 
for a syndicate proposal. 
The two worked over the 
plan for a little while, in- 
corporated certain changes 
into the memorandum and, 
arm in arm, crossed the 
street to see Curtis. They 
told him they had decided 
to come to the aid 
of the Government—at a price 

“I don't know whether we can get 
hold of enough gold, either here or 
abroad, said Morgan. ‘But we are 
willing to try. In our opinion, no pop- 
ular loan is possible. Here is a mem- 
orandum of our terms. You can take 
it to Washingtoh and let us know 
what the President and Mr. Carlisle 
think of it.”’ 

The Morgan memo measured with 
little mercy the Treasury emergency. 
Morgan and Belmont offered to take a 
30-year 4 per cent bond at a price 
equivalent to 1041-2. Existing U. S. 
4 per cents were bringing 111 on the

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market. No such concession had been 
asked of the Government since the re- 
sumption of specie payment. 

The Treasury, however, was in no 
1 osition to bargain. On Saturday Mor- 
gan and Belmont received word from 
Washington that the President and 
Carlisle favored their proposal. Sat- 
urday morning rumors circulated in 
Wall street that Morgan had agreed to 
come to the relief of the Treasury. On 
the mere strength of these reports, 
some $4,000,000 in gold, boxed for ex- 
port shipment, was returned to the 
Sub-Treasury. It was a surprising illus- 
tration of the potency of one man’s 
name. 

As the day advanced the newspapers 
got wind of the negotiations. Though 
they could only guess at the extraordi- 
nary nature of the situation, the pa- 
pers were healthily suspicious. One 
or two editorials appeared on Sunday 
in which such phrases as ‘‘dark-lan- 
tern financiering’’ were freely used 
The New York World, under the quick 
spur of its almost prophetic proprietor, 
Joseph Pulitzer, at once launched a 
campaign that was to last for months 
—and prove insufferably irritating to 
Morgan. The World warned Cleveland 
and Carlisle that they were delivering 
themselves to the money interests and 
permitting private individuals to pouch 
large profits at the expense of the na- 
tion. In bold, black type the President 
was advised to stand out for a 3 per 
cent loan—“‘If the banks won't take it, 
the people will.’ 

On Monday, when he thought the 
matter practically settled, Morgan re- 
ceived a letter from Secretary Carlisle. 
The Secretary wrote that the adminis- 
tration had decided to depend upon a 


popular loan. Morgan spluttered with 


anger. The new-fangled telephone was 
one of the financier’s pet dislikes. 
When he had to use it he swore, tore 
his hair and worried his vest as a ter- 
rier does a mouse. But, on this occa- 
sion he got through a call to Carlisle 
and urged the latter to do nothing 
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until he ana Belmont got to Wash- 
ington. Carlisle agreed to delay for 
a day before inviting subscriptions to 
a popular loan. August Belmont start- 
ed for Washington at once. Morgan 
followed. 

With Morgan went Robert Bacon 
and Francis Lynde Stetson. Bacon 
was a junior partner in the new firm 
@f J. P. Morgan & Company, formed 
January 1, 1895. Lovable, handsome 
as a god. Bob Bacon, ‘8, had been 
“Harvard's Model Man’ by selection 
of his classmates. Morgan took him 
from a brokerage house in Boston and 
was now breaking him in. Bacon 
adored ‘‘Senior’’ and survived Mor- 
gan's remorseless pace for several 
years with but one breakdown. Then, 
upon orders of his physician, he went 
to England and restored his shattered 
nerves by riding to hounds 50 miles a 
day, five days a week. 

Anthony J. Drexel had died in Karis- 
bad in June, 1893. Though changing 
the firm name in New York, Morgan 
continued alliance with Drexel’s suc. 
cessors in Philadelphia 


TETSON was a former law partner 

of President Cleveland. The wags 

of the street called him Morgan's 
“attorney-general."’ 
zin Washington, Morgan found Con- 
gress aflame. Party lines had disap- 
peared. Gold men and silver men 
were battling like bandits. Gold was 
denounced as a badge of oppression. 
“The President has declared war on 
silver,” shouted Senator George G. 
Vest of Missouri. ‘‘He would make us 
accessories to this effort to fix the gold 
standard upon us. This supposed emer- 
gency can be met by Treasury pay- 
ments in silver."’. The Senator raised a 
vibrating hand to heaven. ‘‘So far as 
I am concerned, | will never vote to 
issue bonds to secure gold to place us 
on a single gold standard!” 

Morgan paid no more attention to 
these forensic outbursts than to at 
tacks in the press. He regarded poli- 
ticlans and editors as a semi-literate 
crew, anyway. 

President Cleveland received Mor- 
gan and Belmont on Tuesday morning, 
February 5. Morgan and Cleveland 
were old acquaintances, having met 
frequently, during the period between 
his first and second terms, when 
Cleveland practiced law in New York. 
Both men were wedded to tobacco. It

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‘Vivian Gordon’s Tragic Legacy 


To Her Daughter

NEW YORK. 
O ONE can be certain 
as to just what hap- 
pened in the secret, 
adolescent world of 
Benita Bischoff. She 
saw her name in type 
across newspaper pages, she saw 
enlarged photographs of herself. 
She read that her mother, Vivian 
Gordon, had been flagrantly im- 
moral, strangled to death because 
of her connections with the under- 
world. And in the mind of 
Benita Bischoff there came the 
certainty that she was disgraced 


for life. 
With the vivid imagination of 


the adolescent, this 15-year-old 
zirl thought that people were 


shunning her on the street, she 
was sure that her friends in higi 
school were trying to cut her. She 
knew with the desperate certainty 
of the very young that. she 
was marked _ § forever. Benita 
wrote a@ last entry in her diary, 
turned on the gas and lay down 
to die in the flat of the respect- 
able stepmother with whom she 
lived. 

Tragedy trailed Benita’s mother, 
Vivian, in her death as in her life. 
For the one thing she had wanted, 
grimly, passionately, was to re- 
store her good name, officially, 
for the sake of the daughter who 
had been taken away from her. 
That was why she was murdered 
—because she threatened to 
vive information to the vice in- 
vestigators that she hoped would 
clear her reputation. | Her death 
was the first of a_ series of 
tragedies. They followed with a 
grim inevitability. 

Five days after the body of the 


pretty, red-haired Vivian Gordon 
was found in: Van Cortlandt 
Park, with the strangler’s rope 


around the neck, Benita ended her 
life. Before another week had 
passed, the dead woman's brother, 


harried by the mad circus thar 
follows New York murders, was 


carried out of his hotel room to 
the psychopathic ward in Bellevue 
Hospital, strapped to a stretcher, 
and for the time being at least, 
out of his mind. In a dresser 
drawer police found many well- 
thumbed clippings telling the de- 
tails of the murder. 

A sister of the murdered 
woman was reported prostrated in 
a Mid-Western city. Vivian Gor- 


don’s divorced husband, stunned 
by the train of events, alone re- 
mained firm, although badly 
shaken and clutching closely the 
pitiful diary of his child for 
which he was offered large sums 


of money. The father with dignity 


declined to permit his child's pri- 
vate thoughts to be exploited. 
Vivian Gordon, attractive anil 
well into her thirties, will prob- 
ably live longer in the annals of 
famous New York crimes than she 
did in the city’s network of 
racketeering, swindling and black- 
mailing. Her sensational death 
was the spark that started a wave 
of reform that will bring acute 


concern to ny # official and 
private layboy before it is 
through. 


Vivian Gordon's ‘‘career”’ start 
ed when, at the age of 15, she 
ran away from a convent school 
where her father had sent her on 
the death of her mother. In the 
convent Vivian for a number of 
years stuck to her studies and 
thumped away at her Cnopin and 
Beethoven. She came of a fairly 
well-situated family in Detroit. 
She took naturally to the classics. 
Then one day she realized that 
her straggling red pigtails had be- 
come a fluffy bronze crown and 
her awkward body something that 
attracted attention, and abruptly 
she slipped out of the _ school, 
several hundred — 
own money in her purs¢. 2 

Capable and independent, she’ 
worked into the show business 
and went on the road with bur- 
lesque troupes. 


HIS ultimately palled on her, 
however, and she married a 
traveling man, John E., C. 
Bischoff. Bischoff was making 
plenty of money and for several 
years the pair traveled about 
together. After the arrival of 
their child, trouble developed 
and they separated, Vivian takine 
the baby to New York and 
Bischoff going his way and ulti- 
mately becoming a Federal prison 
official in Washington, D. C. 

In New York Vivian soon 
found her way into the. gold- 
digging ranks and was not long in 
discovering that there were many 
ways of persuading gentlemen to 
part with their money. She had 
many lovers and plenty of money, 
a child to take care of and a suite 
in a good hotel. She blackmailed 
and extorted and tossed the re- 
ceipts into night clubs and her 
child’s playroom. It was great 
while it lasted. 

One day, after the child, Benita, 
had passed her sixth birthday, the 
mother failed to return home in 
the evening. The youngster found 


herself in the care of a kindly 
hotel clerk, who assured her that 
everything would be all right. 
Benita was turned over to her 


father, who took her to Audubon, 

N. J., where he had remarried. 

Benita’s mother had been ar- 
- 


rested on what is believed to have 
been a trumped-up vice charge, 
although trumping-up was hardly 
needed, and sent to Bedford re- 
formatory for her waywardness. 
The mother was not long in the 
reformatory and on re-entering 
the world started a frantic fight 
to regain possession of Benita, 
whom the courts had declared 
her unfit to raise. There were 
frequent stormy visits to the home 
in Audubon, passionate charges of 
framing the Bedford case.

This morning, though, there 
was tension. ‘‘Thank you for call- 
ing, Mr. Morgan,’ said Cleveland, 
shaking his shaggy head, ‘“‘but I 
have decided to rely upon Con- 
gress.

story by means of beautiful, col. 
ored mosaic work. 

We have been very slow in mak- 
ing attempts to modernize bank 
design, although the construction 
of the vault, the core of the bank, 
was completely revolutionized 
some years ago. It was as a re- 
sult of a bank robbery in Califor- 
nia in 1912 that vault builders de- 
veloped the present burglar proof 
vault. 

That robbery marked the first 
in which a vault break was 
accomplished by means of the 
acetylene torch, and as a result of 
it, torch-resisting metal, principal. 
ly copper, replaced manganese 
steel for vault construction. 


Bank construction along these 
lines, leaving the bank building 
itself fairly open to invaders, 
makes it all the more important 
that the vaults be absolutely im- 
pregnable. And progress along 
these lines has matched progress 
in design. 

The new safe deposit vaults of 
the Irving Trust Company at 1 
Wall street, New York City, which 
recently opened, are an example. 
Three sides of this treasure cham- 
ber are part of the caisson walls 
of the building itself, and are 30 
feet below water level. 

The front wall is, of course, ap- 
proached through the building, 
but it offers little hope to the 
prospective burglar. Its outer wall 
is of ‘‘steel-crete,’’ all interlaced 


and bound together with electric 
wires, which set off numerous 
bells and alarms at a mere touch. 
There is a layer of solidified chem- 
ical which when heated gives off 
clouds of poisonous gas. Doors 
are 30 inches thick and have 20 
bolts and four time locks on each. 

The modern bank vault is no 
less secure in its roof than in its 
sides. For designers have fore. 
seen the day when flying burglars 
may drop explosives on the roof 
of a bank in the hope of demolish- 
ing the vaults for waiting confed- 
erates on the ground. So the roofs 
of many vaults are constructed so 
as to withstand the weight of 
many tons of broken masonry and 
even the force of direct contact 
explosives.

On its face this 
was a generous offer. It 
have saved the Government $14.
